Dignity  Assured 
By  ’39  Seniors 
At  Fall  Assembly 

Students  Speak 
On  College  And 
Student  Affairs 

The  College  senior  class  for  the 
first  time  this  year  presented  a  fall 
assembly  conducted  by  members  of 
the  class.  The  assembly  was  opened 
by  the  processional  for  which  music 
was  furnished  by  Ilene  Boyd,  Atch¬ 
ison,  Kas.,  and  Ruth  Cofer,  Fairfax. 

Speakers  included  Dr.  J.  w.  Jones, 
dean  of  the  College,  Wilma  Myers, 
Turney;  Donald  Hepburn,  Hopkins; 
Lois  McCartney,  Rock  Port;  Paul 
Strohm,  Maryville;  Ethel  Hester, 
Mound  City;  and  William  Hutchin¬ 
son,  Maryville. 

The  devotional  service,  conducted 
y  Miss  Myers  and  Hepburn,  was 
olio  wed  by  the  presentation  of  the 
lass  by  Dr.  Jones.  “The  future  of 
his  College,”  the  dean  said,  “does 
not  depend  on  the  faculty  or  the 
iphysical  plant  but  on  the  student 
[body.  They  can  make  a  college  or 
break  it. 

"These  seniors  a  year  from  now 
will  be  graduates  of  this  school  and 
to  a  large  extent  the  welfare  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  state  will  rest 
on  them.” 

After  the  presentation  of  the  sen¬ 
iors,  Miss  McCartney  .discussed  the 
“History  of  the  College."  Tlie  Colr 
lege,  she  stated,  was  established  “  iff 
1905  for  the  purpose  of  training 
teachers.  Maryville  gave  to  the  Col¬ 
lege,  100  acres  of  land  and  $90,000. 
Seventy  acres  of  the  land  is  used  as 
the  present  campus  and  320  acres 
were  added  for  a  farm. 

“The  normal  at  its  beginning  held 
classes  in  down  town  churches  and 
store  buildings  and  used  the  old 
seminary  as  a  general  meeting  place. 
Three  of  the  present  College  faoulty, 
T.  H.  Cook,  G.  H.  Colbert  and  W.  A. 
Rickenbrode,  were  among  the  early 
faculty  members.  Tlie  present  ad¬ 
ministration  building  was  complet¬ 
ed  in  1909.  In  1919  it  became  a  stan¬ 
dard  four  year  college. 

“President  Uel  W.  Lamkin  came 
to  the  College  as  president  in  1921. 
Since  that  time  the  Residence  Hall, 
gymnasium,  industrial  arts  building, 
have  been  added. 

Miss  McCartney  quoted  Mr.  Cook 
in  saying  “The  most  progress  that 
has  been  made  at  the  College  was 
made  since  tlie  coming  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Lamkin." 

The  second  talk  was  given  by  Paul 
Strohm,  who  talked  on  “Traditions 
of  the  College.”  Among  those  he 
described  were  senior  traditions,  in¬ 
cluding  senior  breakfast,  presenting 
of  gifts,  planting  of  trees,  presenta¬ 
tion  of  cane.  Among  traditions  are 
also  freshman  traditions,  such  as  the 
wearing  of  the  green  cap. 

“Freshman  initiation  brings  to  the 
freshman  a  realization  of  campus 
traditions  which  have  been  built  on 
the  past.” 

"The  purpose  of  the  College  is 
three-fold,"  Miss  Hester  stated  in  a 
discussion  of  the  purposo  of  tlie  es¬ 
tablishment  of  tlie  College.  "The 
curriculum  is  designed  primarily 
for  the  education  of  those  who  plan 
to  become  teachers.  It  is  also  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  those  who 
want  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  or 
pre-professional  training,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  well  round¬ 
ed  individual." 

“In  1934  four  general  courses  were 
introduced  here  to  meet  the  needs  of 
students  and  have  been  retained  as 
part  of  the  curriculum.  They  fur¬ 
nish  a  needed  background. 

"A  good  teachfr  must  not  only  be 
able  to  teach  subject  matter  but 
must  be  a  well  rounded  individual. 
Personal  contact  with  the  faculty, 
participation  in  departmental  clubs 
and  social  contact  will  do  much  to¬ 
ward  rounding  out  an  individual.” 

“We  should  be  loyal,  individualistic 
and  skeptical,"  Mr.  Hutchinson  ad¬ 
vised  students.  “Our  institution  is 
worthy  of  our  support  and  loyalty. 
We  hove  an  outstanding  physical 
plant  and  unusually  well-informed 
faculty. 

"If  college  is  to  be  a  success  we 
must  eliminate  those  who  cannot  or 
will  not  learn  at  the  college  level. 
College  tends  to  standardize  but  we 
must  learn  to  think  for  ourselves. 

“We  should  have  an  attitude  of 
skepticism.  Until  we  refuse  to  ac¬ 
cept  without  thinking  each  new  edu¬ 
cational  theory  or  fad,  we  will  be  the 
laughing  stock  of  every  other  pro¬ 
fession."

Dr.  Harry  G.  Dildine,  member  of 
tlie  College  faculty,  spoke  with  an 
optimistic  attitude  In  regard  to  the 
European  situtation  drawing  the 
United  States  into  any  immediate 
war  in  an  address  delivered  at  the 
luncheon  meeting  of  tlie  Maryville 
Forum  last  Monday. 

"I  don’t  think  the  United  States 
will  take  a  belligerent  position,”  he 
said.  “The  people  of  this  country 
are  opposed  to  war,  although  if  Eng¬ 
land  and  France  are  Involved,  we 
will  be  drawn  in  within  a  few 
months. 

“The  assumptions  back  of  the 
Versailles  treaty  are  the  basis  of  all 
this  trouble  in  Europe,”  he  declar¬ 
ed.- . r.\ . 

Dr.  Dildine  pointed  out  that  Hit¬ 
ler  seems  to  be  definitely  aiming  at 
the  Ukranian  grain  fields,  and  that 
the  only  thing  he  will  listen  to  to¬ 
day  is  an  army  as  large  as  his.  Tlie 
whole  affair,  he  explained,  is  being 
handled  on  a  military  basis. 

“It  is  a  means  of  survival  for 
Hitler,”  he  added.  If  he  backs  down 
he  will  lose  Germany.  He  must  lead 
Germany  to  an  economic  health. 
This  Is  not  easy  since  her  colonies 
are  gone,  her  navy  was  destroyed 
and  her  natural  resources  have  been 
taken  away  to  a  considerable  ex¬ 
tent. 

"The  mountains  have  always  been 
a  defence  for  Prague  against  the 
Germans,"  he  continued,  “but  that 
is  not  true  today.  The  dictators  can¬ 
not  make  concessions  that  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  peace  in  Europe  today  any¬ 
more  than  the  Allies  could  have 
drawn  up  a  constructive  peace  just 
after  the  World  War. 

"England,  France  and  Russia  have 
more  men  than  Germany,  but  Ger¬ 
many,  is  more  solidly  unified  than 
those  countries.  England  and  France 
cannot  afford  to  allow  Russia  to  en¬ 
ter  the  war  on  tlie  side  of  the  Czechs 
unless  they  enter  too."
